THE HOME OF THE NAVY 


HALIFAX ONCE MORE COMES IN 
TO HER OWN. , 


The Ancient Port and Dockyards 
Made Famous as the Temporary 
Home of Great English Seamen Is 
Now Training Admirals — Days of 
War With France Were Busy Ones 
In the Naval Depot. 


The Halifax dockyrd,. once famous 
in the annals of Britain’s conquests, 


has again resumed importance as a | 


naval base, says W. H. Dennis in The 
Globe. 
er Niobe, the first’ vessel in the east 
to form the nucleus of the Canadian 
Navy, and the fitting up of the Naval 
Hospital as a college for the training 
of cadets, this once-noted naval yard 
has taken on a little of its old-time 
activity. When the American colonies 
that now form the United States re- 
voited from the mother country the 
Halifax dockyard became the only 


maval base on this side of.the Atlan- 
tic. But before the days of the revolu- 


tion Halifax hae been the rendezvous } 


of the famous expedition that gather- 
ed for the conquest of Louisburg and 
Quebec. 

Here Boscowen and Sir Charles 
Hardy refreshed their fleet and wait- 
ed the coming of Gen. Amherst, pre- 

aratory to their famous attack on the 

unkirk of America, and a year after. 
wards Admiral Saunders and Gen. 
Wolfe sailed out of the harbor to the 
conquest of Quebec. The most cele- 
brated names connected with the 
naval warfare appear in the records 


of this yard. Ona two tabtets until 
recently in the Admiralty’ House, 
Halifax, are inscribed the names of 


many of the most distinguished Ad 
mirals of the eighteenth and nine 
teenth centuries. 

In the old troubled days when war 
vexed Europe and America, there 
were stirring times in Halifax. The 
harbor thronged with ships of war, 
or valuable prizes captured from the 
enemy. A great number of people 
found employment in the dockyard as 
shipwrights, caulkers; smiths and rg- 
gers. British men-of-war and captur 
ed French frieates had ‘to be repair 
ed, after hot battles on the high seas, 
‘and in war times a large staff of 
jmechanics was constantly engaged in 
ithis work. 

In the dockyard records we find 
wmany orders similar to the following 
' “Halifax Yard, Sept. 4, 1805 
Mog RIN Sis ca coeliac . 

“The blacksmiths to be emploved 
from 5 o'clock in the morning unti!

Uniess some effort is made to retain 
the famous Mortlake tapestries, after 
Raphael's cartoons, it seems probable 
that they will find their way to Amer- 
ica, ns it is understood that the Duke 
of Rutland, their present owner, has 
rece.ved an offer from that country to 
purchase them for $75,000, and neith 
er South Kensington nor the Nationa! 
Art Collectors’ Fund, alt..ough very 
anxious to sec-~e them for the nation, 
are in a position to exceed this offer 

These tapestries are an example of 
an art lost to England since the clos 
ing of the famous Mortlake tapestry 
works over 200 years ago. The only 
two specimens of this work belonging 
to the publie are at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, and are far inferior 
to these Belvoir Castle tapestries. The 
one about to be purchased for South 
Kensington was burned in the Brus- 
sels’ fire last year. 

These seven pieces are in an excel. 
lent state of preservation. They were 
made at Mortlake for King Charle- 
I. and subsequently sold by Oliver 
Cromwell to Lord Haddon. They huny

Winnipeg. —The Dominion Railway 
commission at Toronto gave its decis- 
ion upon application by the express 
companies, against which a_ protest 
was made by the shippers’ section of 
the Winnipeg board of trade, to be al- 
lowed to cancel section D of the ex- 
press classification rates covering al- 
manacs, printed books, calendars, 
periodicals, cards, catalogues, insur- 
ance forms, maps, posters, sheet 
musie, programmes, and similar print- 
ed matter generally. MPA 

What the companies applied for was 
to bring all these classes of matter 
under the merchandise rates, which 
would mean a minimum charge of 25¢ 
instead of 10¢, the limit weight being 
Slbs. for each package. If the appli- 
cation of the express companies had 
been granted, it would have meant the 
raising of the minimum charge from 
Winnipeg.to Brandon, Regina, or 
Saskatoon, from 10c to 25¢c and»: to 
Edmonton and. Calgary from 10c to 
30ec. The rates’ would have been: in- 
creased proportionately up to the 5lb. 
limit, on which the increase would 
have been as follows: To Brandon 
from 40c to 45¢, to Regina from 40c to 
65c, to Saskatoon from 40c to 65c, and 
to Edmonton and Calgary from 40c¢ to 
T5e.« 

The commission has refused to allow 
these higher rates to go into opera- 
tion. By a decision given at Toronto 
the commission has also refused to, al- 
low the express companies to increase 
their minimum charge on “returned 
empties’’ from 5e to 10e. 


TURKS AROUSED TO FIGHT 


The War With Italy Wil! Be Con- 
) tinued With the Fiercest 
Intensity 
Constantinople.—The Turks are so 
aroused that efforts at peace by the 
powers are a complete failure. The 
war, will be continued with greater 
intensity. While the danger of ter- 
rible events inereases daily the com- 
mittee of union and progress has 
forced the government to levy a duty 
of 100 per cent. on all italian goods. 
It may follow this by re-opening the 
question of the expulsion of tens of 
tnousands of Italians. Compelling the 
government to yield to such. action 
certainly would bring the Italian fleet 
into ‘burkish waters, and might lead 
the Balkan States to strike the Turks 

simultaneously.

1ON’S ENTERPRISING PEOPLE 
% ‘ 
Canada Will Some Day Be the Dom- 
inant Factor of the Empire, Says 
Earl Grey in an Interview in Lon- 
don, England—Canada’s Natural, 
Resources, Her Enterprising Peo- 
ple and Her Great Railway Sys- 
tem Assure This. 


London.—Earl Grey, speaking to aj 
group of newspaper men, said that 
Canada would one day be the domin- 
ant factor of the empire. 

“Her natural resources, her enter- 
prising people, and her great railways 
assure that consummation,” he de- 
clared. | 

“And there is one lesson Canada| 
will soon teach us,’’ remarked his ex- 
eellency. “There, as elsewhere, the | 
cost of living has increased, and _ be- 
cause the primary necessities haven't 
kept-pace with the needs and growth} 
of the population the new government 
will not be content with extending the 
area of settlement for cultivation, 

“The indifferent farmer, who merely 
scratches thé soil, is not unknown in 
Canada, and it has been demonstrated 
in the province of Ontario that it 
could double the crops without adding 
an acre to the farms, by more intense 
cultivation. 

“This will benefit every class. 

“Canada is also well equipped for 
the work of her agricultural colleges, 
which are practical institutions, man- 
aged by experts in every branch of 
agriculture who are ready to give help 
and advice to any settler, wherever he 
may be from. 

“The Canadian system,’’ further re- 
marked Earl Grey, ‘“‘of educating the 
farmer, might be adopted with im- 
mense advantage in the United King- 
dom.”’ 

Two other reforms which impressed 
Earl Grey was the civil service com- 
mission, which has affected a per-| 
manent and beneficial change in civil 
service. 

He said this bill will improve the 
administration and avoid needless ex- 
pense. 

The other reform in progress is the 
union of Protestant churches.

As we have but one lesson in this 
wonderful portion of the Bible, we 
must try to get some idea of the whole

The book ends most beau 
tifully and suggestively with these 
words; “Mordecai the Jew was next 
unto King Ahasuerus and great among 
the Jews and aecepted of the multi- 
tude of his brethren, seeking the 
wealth of his people and speaking 
peace to all his seed’’ (x, 3). We can- 
not but think of thé kingdom of which 
this book is a historical and prophetic 
picture, illustrating the grace of God. 
Amos vi, 10, and Deut. xxxi, 17, 18, 


|} may possibly throw some light on the 


absence of any mame of God in the 
book, and yet the name of Jehovah is 
really there four times in the form of 
an acrostic in the initial or final let- 
ters of four words in chapters i, 20; v, 
See Dr. Bullinger’s book- 
let. This any one~ with a Hebrew 
Bible can easily verify. It is said that 
Dr. Ginsburg has discovered three 
ancient MSS. in which these acrostic 
letters are written in larger characters 
and in more prominent form. The ab- 
sence of the name in any ordinary 
form suggests the lines: “Oh, blest is 
he to whom is given the instinct that 
can tell that Ged is on the field when 
He is most invisible” (Faber). ‘‘Most 
hidden, yet most manifest’? (Augus- 
tine). Some one has said that it is 
the story of the people of God delivered 
from death by a mediator of the high- 
est rank; who undertakes the greatest 
danger and is mysteriously one of 
them. The time of the story is sup- 
posed to be between Ez. vi and vii. 
The principal truth seems to be that 


| there is a God in history working out 


His good pleasure through human 
lives and ordinary means. As one hus 
said, “All history is His story.’’ God 
and the devil are seen in conflict from 
Gen, iii to Rev. xx. Here it is Haman 
as the devil’s man and Mordecai and 
Esther on the Lord’s side. 

. Thus far in the story, up to our les- 
son today, we see the greatness of an 
earthly king and the’ magnificence of 
his kingdom; his ill treatment of a 
noble woman, put away, but remem- 
bered; the choice of another who re- 
{quired nothing but what was appoint- 
| ed for her i, 19; ii, Ty 15); the faithful 
and unwavering interest of her guard- 
ian, Mordecai; the promotion of Ha- 
man and his plot to kill all the Jews. 
This brings us, to the intercession of 
Esther in the lesson of today, in which 
she took the placé of death to save the 
lives of her people (iv, 11). Our medi- 
ator actually died in our stead to de- 
liver us from the curse of the law 
(Gal. ii, 13; iv, 4.

Gye. gh! rights of the Dominion in Mani 
ba and Saskatchewan and Alberca, the Yu 
ton MRorttory., the North-West Territories and 
British Columbia may be leased for a term of 
wenty-one years at an annua; rental of $1 an 
acte. Not more than 2500 acres will be leased to 
one applicant.
